An Air Force official, com- 
menting on an oxygen-fed fire 
inside a simulated space cabin 
that killed two airmen, says: 
"We don't know how or why it 
happened." 
,>n\e explosion Tuesday was 
the second fatal oxygen acci- 
dent in the nation's space pro- 
gram in five days. Last Friday, 
the three Apollo 1 astronauts 
were killed at Cape Kennedy in 
a fire in their space capsule. 
Both the Apollo 1 spacecraft and 
the simulator were filled with 
pure oxygen at the time. 


The Air Force official, Col. 


James B. Nuttall, head of the 
Air Force School of Aerospace 
Medicine, said the school has 
had "over 500 exposures (to 
pure oxygen) with no difficulty 
at all." 


He said that an accident in- 


vestigation board has started 
gathering data.

Brooks Air Force Base here 
were Airman 2.C. William F. 
Bartley Jr., 20, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. William F. Bartley, Indi- 
anapolis, Ind., and Airman 3.C, 
Richard G. Harmon, 21, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Vernon F. Har- 
mon, Auburn, N.Y. 


Two hours before the tragedy

Raids Against 
China Are 
Reported

ISTANBUL, Turkey (AP) - A 


refugee leader from Communist 
China's 
remote 
northwestern 


province of Sinkiang reports 
that a refugee army based and 
trained across the border in the 
Soviet Union made 5,000 guerril- 
la raids into the province in the 
past year. 


The claim was made by Isa 


Yusu Alptekin, president of the 
Eastern 
Turkestan's Refugees 


Association which has its head- 
quarters in Istanbul. Eastern 
Turkestan is the Turkish name 
for Sinkiang. 


Alptekin said in an interview 


that the Soviet Union set up a 
secret military school for East 
Turkestan 
refugees to teach 


them guerrilla warfare, com- 
mando tactics and public ad- 
ministration. 


He said the 60,000-man refu- 


gee army operates out of Alma 
Ata, 
capital of the Soviet Un- 


ion's Kazakh Republic adjoining 
Sinkiang, and is commanded by 
Gen. 
Zunun Taibov, a former 


businessman in Sinklang's capi- 
tal, Urumchl, 


Taibov, whom Alptekin knew 


as Zunun Taib, fled Sinkiang in 
1963 after an abortive revolt. 


Alptekin said his information 


was based on reports from refu- 
gees from the Soviet Union and 
China and from Turkish nation- 
als who have visited the Soviet 
Union, His claims could not be 
confirmed. 


He said the Turkestan guerril- 


las have had no trouble in pene- 
trating the mountainous area in 
western Sinkiang despite a 25- 
mile buffer zone set up by the 
Red Chinese in 1962 after a 
bloody revolt by the province's 
Moslem minority, 


Alptekin was prime minister 


of Eastern Turkestan when it 
was a semi-autonomous region 
before the Communist Chinese 
took over in 1949, He escaped to 
Turkey with his family. 


Since 1952, he said, about 300,* 


000 Turkestanis have fled to the 
Soviet Union, but 8 to 10 million 
others still live in Sinkiang.

1 evolution begun," he said, and 
there have been reports of a 
number of suicides. He accused

A year ago Alptekin claimed 


the Red Chinese had killed and 
tortured hundreds of thousands 
of Turkestanis in Sinkiang and 
closed mosques and other reli- 
gious establishments. 


The vast province long has 


been a sore point in Soviet- 
Chinese relations. China sent 
substantial

reinforce- 


ments to the area in 196-1 and 
fortified 
a buffer zone along 


hundreds

Kansas University, Denison, 
Stanford, University of Michi- 
gan, and Northwestern de- 
vote substantial sums to their 
theater departments. 


Hut those universities dar- 


ing to produce original plays 
are very often those with com-

budgets. 


Those which appropriate the
